We are all familiar with the dan- 
delion and borseradish, though. every 
one may not know that tbe» tender 
shoots of the latter make good salad 
greens. The watercress, too, we most 
of us know as u salad and pot herb, 
though we may not bave eaten. its 
cousin, the pepper green, in the same 
way. 

Strawberry leaves, marigold, chervel 
aud sand parsley, penuyroyal, sorrel, 
liverwort aud cowslipsrank among the 
more unusual pot hetbs. The blos- 
soms of the cowslip ure also delicious 
pickled iff vinegar aud. served as a 
relish, The yobug shvots of the milk- 
weed are very edible and wholesome 
when boiled, ‘That troublesume weed 
known as purslane is said to be near- 
ly equal to aspuragus, 

The young shoots of the pokeweed 
taste very much like spinach, “Goose 
tongue,” or seashore plantain, nettle 
and the fresh curled leaves of the 
dock, as well as the young stems of 
the despised burdock—the latter boiled 
and -skinned—are other surprisingly 
‘palatable. foods. The latter need not 
even be cooked, as it is good in salad 
fori. . h 

Pigweed—sometimes called red root 
~—is still avotber edible weed; the 
roots of bellworth bave a medicinal 
value, being laxative in effect, while 
thut little brother to the ecalibage,. the 
mustard plant, is highly esteemed by 
sume when cooked.

Their 
objective was Beaver Lodge, Grand 
Prairie,,‘a trek of 550 miles by the 
suminér trail, and it is ex they 
have now arrived there. They have 
sent back letters from Shaw’s Point, 
about half way, saying that they are 
charmed with the district, which is 
very beautiful, meaty, Shage near the 
Rockies. Spring, they declare, is 
three or four weeks in advance of 
many places in the West. Almost 
anything that can be grown in East- 
ern Canada, can“be successfully cul- 
tivated.
